ANCIENT PERSIAN. 


60 A VERY FINE RELIEF IN LIMESTONE wits Ficures or 
TWO PERSIAN CourTIERS, forming part of the frieze of the 
Palace of Xerxes at Persepolis. The two individuals 
represented who are seen in profile are elegantly clad in 
close fitting frock coats with leather leggings and domed 
hats, both hair and beard being trimmed with most 
scrupulous care. The Persian dagger (acinaces) is sus- 
pended from their belts, and they carry oval bow cases 
at their sides. ‘They are depicted in the act of performing 
a ceremonial salute and touch each other’s beards, while 
the figure on the right holds out a ceremonial bunch of 
flowers, probably made of baked and painted clay. 


The carving is executed in low relief of the greatest 
delicacy and beauty. The features have suffered some 
damage as is the case with the majority of those in situ 
having been mutilated in past centuries by Mahom- 
medan fanatics. The sculpture is otherwise in an excellent 
state of preservation. It is executed in an extremely 
hard and close-grained limestone of a kind quarried in 
the hills above Persepolis. Mounted in a gilded wood 
frame with three rosettes of Persian type, similar to those 
appearing in the Palace itself, carved in low relief upon 

_the base, height of carving 28% 1n., width 1%m., height, 
incluswe of mount, 35%n., width, imcluswe of mount, 
203m. [Pl. VI] 


The Palace of Xerxes which remains one of the most 
famous monuments of antiquity was erected after his 
accession to the throne of Persia and Media in 485 B.c. 
Extensive ruins of the Palace including a large part of 
the frieze are still to be seen in situ at Persepolis. The 
present passage is believed to be the only existing portion 
of the frieze apart from that surviving at Persepolis, and 
it is accordingly a monument of the utmost historical 
and artistic importance. It seems certain that the position 
occupied by the figures was among a group of similarly 
attired Persian noblemen appearing on the left of throne 
in the throne-room of Xerxes, and that they belonged to 
the immediate suite of the king, whom they may well 
have accompanied on his great but ill-fated expedition 
to Greece.
